I am requesting funding for the Ventura County Family Justice Center Oxnard Satellite in fiscal year 2023.

The entity to receive funding for this project is Ventura County, located at: 800 South Victoria Avenue
Ventura, CA 93009-1940.

The funding would be used for expanding the Ventura County Family Justice Center (FJC) to serve the Oxnard
area. The FJC currently serves roughly 2,000 crime victims per year with wraparound services under one-roof.
Partnering with the City of Oxnard and the City of Port Hueneme, the County of Ventura will establish a
satellite FJC in Oxnard to help crime victims in that community and the surrounding unincorporated areas. The
requested $1,500,000 would be used to pay equipment and staffing costs of local service providers to provide
culturally competent one-on-one counseling, services, and outreach for victims of domestic violence, sexual
assault, child abuse, elder abuse and both labor and sex trafficking.
